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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


Under the Armed Forces ( Punjab and Chandigarh ) Special Powers 
Act, 1983, the power to accord sanction for instituting legal proceedings 
against any person in respect of anything done or purporting to be done 
in exercise of the powers conferred by the Act has been given only to 
the Central Government. It is considered desirable that similar powers 
under the Chandigarh Disturbed Areas Act, 1983 should be exercised by 
the Central Government and not by the Administrator of the Union terri 
tory as provided in the Act at present. The proposed amendment seeks 
to achieve this objective .
